Superintendent  of  Schools'  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Lovell: 
I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report. 

During  the  past  year  the  regular  work  of  the  schools  has  had  many 
things  to  contend  with  which  do  not  occur  during  normal  times. 

The  effect  of  the  war  has  been  that  the  prices  of  wages,  fuel,  re- 
pairs and  supplies  have  increased  enormously,  with  the  result  that  it 
has  been  necessary  to  overrun  some  accounts  a  little;  and  also  to  do 
without  some  of  the  things  that  were  needed.  But  in  all  towns  there 
is  an  aggregate  balance  in  favor  of  the  town. 

The  amount  of  sickness  has  greatly  retarded  progress  in  the  schools, 
because  of  poor  attendance.  The  school  authorities,  during  the  past 
year,  have  not  compelled  regular  attendance,  as  the  epidemic  of  influ- 
enza was  so  severe.  But  since  our  outline  course  of  study  is  in  all 
schools,  we  now  know  exactly  how  much  we  are  behind,  and  are  mak- 
ing definite  plans  for  making  up  all  work  missed.  We  hope  that  the 
end  of  the  statistical  year  in  June  will  see  all  classes  again  up  to 
grade.  Without  the  outline  course  of  study  in  the  schools,  it  would 
have  been  impossible  for  us  to  make  up  this  back  work.  In  fa.ct, 
without  the  outline  we  would  not  know  that  we  were  behind.  The 
greatest  amount  of  work  can  always  be  accomplished  with  a  schedule 
or  outline. 

The  results  thus  far  obtained  in  the  schools  is  not  satisfactory  to 
the  school  authorities,  but  is  the  best  that  could  be  expected,  every- 
thing considered. 

We  believe  the  experiences  of  the  past  year,  though  detrimental  in 
many  ways, — has  brought  out  many  facts.  The  prospect  for  the  fu- 
ture is  brighter  than  it  ever  has  been  before.  The  real  value  of  the 
school  is  to-day  more  appreciated  by  a  greater  number  of  people  than 
ever  before.  Then  to,  the  function  of  the  school  is  being  considered 
more  and  more,  with  the  result  that  our  schools  of  the  future  will  have 
a  closer  and  more  practical  application  to  the  conditions  of  life. 
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Domestic  science,  manual  training,  general  business  training,  cours- 
es in  agriculture  a.nd  stock  raising,  and  fundamental  'courses  in  the 
sciences,  etc.,  may  not  be  a  practical  procedure  for  elementary 
schools,  but  with  these  practical  courses  in  mind,  our  elementary  work 
will  have  to  change  in  order  to  lay  the  foundation. 

In  the  past  there  never  was  a  sa,ne  man  who  contended  that  educa- 
tion did  not  pay.  In  the  future  this  fact  will  be  more  true  than  ever 
before.  The  boy  or  girl  whose  training  has  laid  the  foundation  for 
good  judgment  need  never  fear  about  his  future,  for  one  with  good 
judgment  is  always  a  success.  In  proving  that  this  is  so  we  must  use 
statistics  that  include  a  large  number,  rather  than  an  individual  case. 
You  can  prove  anything  you  want  to  by  the  individual  case,  but  the 
general  average  is  the  thing  that  tells  the  general  truth.  When  we 
stop  to  consider  our  schools  let  us  not  forget  that  the  educated  mind 
is  the  greatest  producing  agency  in  the  world,  without  which,  fertile 
soil,  timbered  land  and  minera.1  deposits  are  but  so  much  useless  ma- 
terial. 

The  world  today  knows  that  ignorance  lay  at  the  bottom  of  the  world 
war.  The  Indians  lost  their  land  to  the  white  man  because  the  white 
man  was  better  educated,  because  he  ha.d  better  judgment  and  great- 
er capabilities.  The  fall  of  Eussia  was  due  to  lack  of  education.  The 
case  of  the  fall  of  Germany  was  somewhat  different,  for  while  they 
were  educated  to  a  certain  point,  they  failed  to  possess  one  of  the  es- 
sentials of  true  education.  Education  consists  of  a  cultivated  con- 
scientiousness of  power,  consecrated  to  the  purpose  of  world  enlighten- 
ment. This  latter  element  Germany  lacked,  for  her  desires  were  self- 
ish beyond  measure. 

With  these  facts  in  mind,  we  should,  at  this  time  of  the  year,  give 
serious  thought  to  the  welfare  of  our  schools.  Education,  from  the 
voter's  point  of  view,  means  responsibility.  And  this  responsibility 
should  be  shouldered  by  every  voter  of  the  town,  a,nd  every  measure 
for  the  support  and  betterment  of  the  schools  should  be  passed.  If 
you  fail  in  this,  your  schools  suffer  the  consequences, — for  without 
adequate  funds,  successful  schools  are  impossible. 

The  Hoke-Smith  Bill  now  before  Congress  calls  for  an  annual  ap- 
propriation of  $100,000,000.  This  is  a  result  of  the  increased  value 
given  to  education,  beca.use  of  the  new  point  of  view  given  by  the 
war.  Of  this  amount,.  $1,000,000  will  come  to  the  State  of  Maine,  if 
the  State  does  its  part  by  raising  a  certain  amount  of  money.  And 
one  half  of  this  amount  ($500,000)  is  to  be  used  in  this  State  for  the 
purpose  of  equalizing  educational  burdens.  This  means  a  large  part  oi 
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the  $500,000  will  come  to  rural  communities, — IF  they  in  their  turn 
raise  liberally  for  the  support  of  schools.  Every  bit  of  legislation  is 
built  upon  the  principle  of  helping  those  who  help  themselves. 

The  legislature  of  Maine  is  now  considering  bills  along  the  same 
line  as  the  Hoke-Smith  Bill.  But  this  top,  will  depend  upon  what  we 
ourselves  do  to  help.  One  of  the  bills  before  the  legislature  aims  to 
supply  the  experienced  and  trained  teacher  to  every  school.  This  will 
take  time,  patience  and  money,  but  it  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction. 


REPAIBS 

Eepairs  are  of  three  kinds,  i.  e. — minor  repairs,  major  repairs  and 
improvements.  It  is  always  possible  to  cut  down  minor  a.nd  major  re- 
pairs, but  when  this  is  done,  it  invariably  costs  more  in  the  end — as 
every  one  knows  who  neglects  his  house  repairs.  The  amount  to  be 
raised  for  major  and  minor  repairs  should  never  be  less  than  $15.00 
per  school  per  year;  more  if  some  schools  are  in  poor  condition.  This 
amount  is  the  minimum  and  when  considering  the  schools  of  a  town, 
all  schools  must  be  included;  those  not  in  use  as  well  as  those  in  use, 
for  those  not  in  use  must  be  kept  in  general  repair.  The  amount  ne- 
cessary for  improvements  per  school  per  year  depends  somewhat  upon 
the  general  equipment  of  the  schools.  Towns  that  have  been  making 
liberal  improvements  for  a  number  of  yeajs  in  the  past  would  not 
need  so  much  as  those  towns  which  are  behind  in  this  regard.  In  no 
case,  however,  should  improvements  be  figured  at  less  than  $10.00  per 
school  per  year.  Some  such  basis  as  the  above  will  provide  a  general 
guide. 

COUBSE  OF  STUDY 

Our  course  of  study  will  change  a  little  ea.ch  year  to  accommodate 
itself  to  the  new  demands  placed  upon  the  schools.  It  will  also  change 
to  make  place  for  the  particularly  alert  pupil  and  to  provide  for  the 
greater  amount  of  drill  for  the  slower  pupils.  The  course  of  study 
must  fit  the  pupil  and  not  vice  versa.  Then  too,  the  a,dvent  of  the  ex- 
perienced teacher  with  training  will  make  it  possible  to  teach  other 
subjects.  But  in  the  mean  time,  our  changed  point  of  view,  in  regard 
to  the  function  of  the  school,  will  necessitate  teaching  all  subjects 
from  a  different  angle.  Changes  will  be  made  gradually  and  only 
when  practicable.  Without  some  chajrges,  there  can  be  no  progress. 
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TEXT  BOOKS 

We  arc  still  using  sonic  books  that  are  not  the  best  books  for  our 
purposes.  One  much  needed  change  is  in  the  language  books.  This  one 
change  would  cost  $75.00.  During  the  coming  year  a,U  schools  will 
need  supplementary  histories  and  geographies  to  bring  these  subjects 
up  to  date.  The  time  to  teach  present  day  history  is  today.  In  the 
past  years,  but  very  few  recommended  appropriations  have  been  cut 
down,  a  fact  that  shows  that  the  towns  of  my  district  realize  that  the 
text' books  are  the  working  tools  of  the  school. 

SUPPLIES 

The  time  has  come  when  supplies  of  all  kinds  should  be  furnished  to 
all  pupils.  It  is  wasted  energy  to  work  in  a  school  where  the  necessary 
supplies  are  not  furnished  by  the  town.  Much  remains  to  be  done 
along  this  line.  No  town  of  my  district  has  ever  realized  the  need  of 
an  adequate  appropriation  for  supplies  and  appliances.  There  are 
many  devices  for  teaching  the  different  subjects  which  make  all  ab- 
stract work  very  concrete.  For  example, — I  recently  furnished  ona 
school  with  a  set  of  Courtis  Arithmetic  Tests.  The  scholars  using 
this  device  were  so  delighted  with  it  that  they  begged  the  teacher  to 
stay  after  school  and  give  more  tests.  This  one  device  was  worth  ten 
times  what  it  cost,  and  all  schools  should  be  supplied. 

TEACHERS 

Experienced  teachers  with  training  and  good  judgment,  who  under- 
stand rural  conditions  are  the  type  of  tea.chers  we  all  want  in  our 
schools.  The  reason  it  is  difficult  to  get  such  teachers  is  because  the 
graded  work  of  the  large  towns  and  cities  is  much  easier  and  pays 
much  better, — to  say  nothing  of  the  conveniences  of  the  city  as 
against  the  inconveniences  of  the  country. 

As  a.  rule — (there  are  exceptions  to  every  rule) — all  our  teachers 
have  been  giving  us  good  services.  Where  satisfactory  results  have 
not  been  reached  it  has  not  been  because  the  teachers  have  not  tried. 
In  the  home  one  child  is  often  more  than  the  mother  can  manage. 
What  then  must  be  the  situation  when  a  young  inexperienced  tea.cher 
undertakes  to  discipline  ten  or  a  dozen  wide  awake  youngsters.  We  as 
parents  must  realize  this  and  support  the  tea.cher  at  all  times.  Parents 
are  a.sked  to  notify  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  any  efficient 
teachers  who  may  desire  teaching  positions. 
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TERMS  OF  SCHOOL 

This  year  we  will  follow  the  same  policy  as  was  followed  last  year. 
The  spring  term  will  open  April  7th,  1919,  unless  notified  to  the  con- 
trary. This  will  make  it  possible, — in  a  normal  year — to  finish  our  win- 
ter term  before  the  extremely  cold  weather  begins. 

ATTENDANCE 

During  aji  epidemic  year  the  school  authorities  have  hesitated  to 
compel  scholars  to  attend  school.  The  attendance  record  the  past  two 
terms  has  been  extremely  poor.  From  now  on  we  must  all  of  us  send 
our  children  to  school  regularly,  in  order  that  we  may  make  the  work 
scheduled  for  the  year.  On  compulsory  attendance  the  statute  says, 
' '  every  child  between  the  seventh  and  fifteenth  anniversaries  of  his 
birth  shajl  attend  some  public  day  school  during  the  time  such  school  is 
in  session. ' '  No  trouble  is  anticipated  along  this  line  as  we  know  all 
right  thinking  parents  will  have  their  children  attend  regularly. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  object  of  the  school  is  to  teach  the  child.  This  ca.n  best  be 
done  in  a  school  where  there  are  several  in  a  grade  together.  The 
small  school  of  four  or  five  pupils,  where  each  scholar  is  alone  in  his 
grade,  soon  becomes  monotonous  and  uninteresting  to  the  child.  What 
he  wants  and  needs  is  competition  and  cla,ss  spirit.  Without  these, 
the  school  degenerates  in  life  and  enthusiasm,  and  a  mediocre  result 
obtains.  Then  too,,  the  small  school  has  to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  a 
teacher  who  will  work  for  small  pay.  This  too  often  proves  to  be  the 
wrong  policy. 

In  such  ca,ses  it  would  be  much  better  to  convey  the  scholars  to  the 
nearest  school  and  hire  a  A  No.  1  teacher  for  that  school.  Where  this 
has  been  done  the  work  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  the  children 
unwilling  to  ever  again  go  back  to  their  old  small  school.  As  to  this, 
however,  it  is  a  matter  for  ea.ch  town  to  decide  for  itself. 

SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  LEAGUES 

The  growth  of  the  School  Improvement  Leagues  is  simply  a  manif  esf 
tation  of  the  spirit  of  cooperation.  It  is  a  league  of  the  teacher,  pu- 
jAls,  parents  and  others  of  a  school  community,  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  funds  for  the  improvement  of  their  school.-  In  the  past,  funds 
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have  been  ra.ised  by  subscriptions,  dues,  entertainments,  the  neighbor 
hood  getting  of  the  school  fuel,  the  pupils  and  the  parents  doing  the 
spring  school  house  cleaning,  pupils  cutting  and  housing  of  wood,  etc. 

In  the  past  year  much  has  been  done  in  this  regard;  a  work  that 
deserves  the  highest  commendation.  Anticipating  that  much  could  be 
accomplished  through  School  Improvement  Leagues  a.nd  realizing  that 
-*they  needed  encouragement,  all  towns  last  year  were  asked  to  raise  a 
given  amount  for  each  school, — the  same  to  be  given  to  each  school 
that  raised  and  spent  a,  like  amount  for  school  improvements.  The 
result  was  that  Lovell  raised  $15.00  per  school,  Stoneham  $5.00  per 
school  and  Sweden  and  Albany  failed  to  take  action. 

In  Lovell  this  year  $107.00  was  earned  by  all  the  schools  and  a  like 
amount  was  furnished  by  the  town  for  school  improvements.  In 
Stoneham  all  schools  earned  their  $5.00  each, — so  the  town  gave  each 
school  $5.00. 

New  desks  were  furnished  at  No.  Lovell  and  at  West  Lovell  by  this 
means.  And  this  year  the  Bla.ck  Mountain  School  of  Sweden  earned 
almost  enough  money  to  do  the  same. 

This  arrangement  has  proved  very  satisfactory  both  to  the  school 
communities  and  to  the  town.  The  school  is  delighted  to  have  its  mon- 
ey doubled  and  the  town  is  more  than  satisfied  to  have  school  equip- 
ment furnished  at  ha.lf  price. 

An  article  will  be  in  the  warrant  this  year  covering  this  point.  Let 
all  help  those  who  are  willing  to  help  themselves.  Make  the  amount 
$15.00  per  school  if  you  can. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  my  district  for  their  en- 
couragement and  support,  without  which  my  work  would  have  been 
much  harder.

Art.  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  and 
raise  for  repairing  highways,  town  ways  and  bridges  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  and 
raise  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  grant 
and  raise  for  text  books  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  and 
raise  for  school  appliances  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  grant 
and  raise  for  repairs  of  school  buildings  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  school  board  for 
services,  and  price  per  day  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  and 
raise  for  tuition  of  scholars  attending  secondary  schools  for  the  ensu- 
ing year. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  on  the  ques- 
tion of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to  entitle  the  town 
to  State  aid,  as  provided  in  Section  20  of  Chapter  130  of  the  public 
laws  of  1913.

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  and  raise  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  thirty-three  dollars  for  the  improvement  of  the  section  of 
State  aid  road,  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission, in  addition  to  the  amounts  regularly  raised  for  the  care  of 
ways,  highways  and  bridges,  the  above  amount  being  the  maximum 
which  the  town  is  allowed  to  raise  under  the  provision  of  Section  19 
of  Chapter  130  of  the  public  laws  of  1913. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  grant 
and  raise  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  fish  screen,  situated  on  the 
outlet  of  Upper  Lake  Kezar,  free  from  sticks,  leaves  and  all  debris. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  and 
raise  for  Memorial  Day  observances. 

Art.  19.  To  see  whether  the  town  will  elect  one  or  more  fire  wards, 
fix  their  compensation  and  raise  a  sum  of  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  20.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  the  pur- 
chase of  a  small  road  machine. 

Art.  21.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  and 
raise  for  the  same. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  town  assessors 
to  take  a  school  census  at  the  time  of  taking  the  inventory. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  an  inland  fish  and  game 
warden,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  care  for  and  protect  the  fish  screen 
on  the  outlet  of  Kezar  Lake,  with  powers  as  given  under  Section  12, 
Chapter  33  of  the  revised  Statutes,  as  amended  by  Chapter  219  of  the 
public  laws  of  1917. 
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Art.  24.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  repair- 
ing or  selling  the  Shave  Hill  sehoolhouse. 

Art.  25.  To  choose  one  or  more  school  committee  members  as  may 
be  necessary. 

Art.  26.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  those 
schools  having  for  the  past  year  an  average  attendance  of  less  than  8. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  and  raise  $15  per 
school,  the  same  to  be  given  to  each  school  that  raises  a  like  amount, 
providing  (1)  that  all  the  money  is  to  be  spent  for  school  improve- 
ments under  the  directions  of  the  Supt.  or  school  committee.  (2),  that 
schools  raising  the  amount  of  less  than  $15,  shall  be  assisted  dollar 
for  dollar. 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  secondary  tuition  bills 
at  the  rate  of  $15.00  per  term. 

Art.  29.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  if  any,  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  Chapter  154  of  the  public 
laws  of  1917,  to  join  with  the  towns  of  Fryeburg  and  Stoneham  in  the 
construction  of  a  State  highway,  extending  from  where  the  Lovell  road 
leaves  the  Bridgton  road  at  Fryeburg  village  through  to  Lovell  village, 
thence  to  Lovell  Center,  No.  Lovell  and  East  Stoneham  to  the  Albany 
town  line. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  selectmen  and 
treasurer  to  hire  money  to  pay  town  bills  if  it  becomes  necessary. 

Art.  31.  To  act  on  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  be- 
fore said  meeting.
